ALL BUT ONE BANK 
GETS FULL ALLOTMENT 


Informed They Will Receive A ll The 


Liberty Loan Bonds They 


Subscribed Fo r. 


B O N D S T O A R R I V E S H O R T L Y 


All Rushville banks have been in­ 
formed that they will get all of the 
bonds of the Second Liberty Loan of 
1917 they subscribed for in the re­ 
cent campaign, but the Peoples Loan 
and Trust 
Company was 
allotted 
only 75 per cent of its subscription. 
Rushville bankers presume that oth­ 
er banks in the county will get 100 
per cent of their subscriptions. 
They are unable to 
explain this 
because it was the 
understanding 
that the full subscription would be 
awarded only on subscriptions up to 
$50,000; that 90 per cent of sub­ 
scriptions 
between 
$50,000 
and 
.$100,000 would be alloted and that 
only 75 per cent of the subscriptions 
over $100,000 would be allotted. It 
may he that the government meant 
this allotment percentage to apply 
only 
to 
individual 
subscriptions. 
Nearly all of the banks of the coun­ 
ty subscribed to 18 per cent of their 
resources, which wTas two per cent 
over the maximum set for the loan. 
Banks are expecting the bonds of 
both the first and second loans in a 
few days, because they are to be is­ 
sued tomorrow. 
It wras possible to 
get the bonds of the first loan before 
this, but bankers did not ask for 
them because they were only 3£ per 
cent 
bonds 
with 
the 
conversion 
clause. 
If they had been issued to 
subscribers, they would have had to 
be changed now for 4 per cent bonds.

KERENSKY AGAIN 
CONTROLS CAPITAL 


Advices 
From 
Stockholm 
Say he 


Entered Petrograd Supported 


by Maximalist Troops

London, Nov. 14.—Premier Ker­ 
ensky is again in control of Petro- 
grad, according to best information 
received from Stockholm here today 
He entered the city, was -upported 
by Maximalist troops 
and quickly 
gained control of the telegraph office 
and other means of communication, 
the latest ,iid vices declare. 
A Bol-heviki report that the pre­ 
mier had been arrested after his en­ 
trance into the city was discredited 
on the fact of the later dispatches. 
According to the-e advices, which 
were received in a cablegram filed 
at Stockholm at 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon Premier Kerensky defeat­ 
ed the Bolsheviki at Tsarakoe-Selo. 
The Cossacks are reported to have 
destroyed the red guard.

Rushville hotels are observing to 
the letter the “Meatless Tuesdays” 
and 
“Wheatless 
Wednesdays” of 
each week. 
The absence of meat 
and wheat on the 
menus 
is in no 
way 
a hardship, 
for 
appetizing 
substitutes are taking their place. 
The restaurants 
of the 
city have 
not yet started on the 
new plan, 
but are intending to in the near fu­ 
ture, possibly next week. 
Oysters, chicken, 
fish and game 
are taking the 
place 
of -meat 
on 
Tuesday and 
Rye and Torn bread 
are being substituted altogether for 
white bread. 'Even 
pie 
and foods 
which require smaller quantities of 
flour for making, are put off for 
serving until later in the week. 
The 
action of the hotels and the intend­ 
ed action of the restaurants should, 
and no doubt will, encourage 
the 
observance of Hie requests of the 
Food Conservation authorities in the 
private homes, where sticking to the 
rules will be a much easier task. 
Fish and oyster salesmen say that 
Tuesday is their big day” and that 
¡Friday is a close second, 
for 
in 
ca-e it is 
possible 
to have 
two 
meatless days a week, it is asked 
that Friday also 
be observed. One 
fish market alone sold 150 pounds 
of 
fish 
yesterday 
after 
eleven 
o’clock. There was also an increase 
in the sale of chickens. 
As to the conservation of wheat, 
a local grocer stated today that he 
noticed the 
growing 
popularity of 
corn and oats breakfast foods 
in 
place of those made of wheat. The 
white bread sold 
today 
does not 
equal the amount of others during 
the week, but the sale of cornmeal 
makes up for it. 
All of these facts go to show that 
the people of Rushville are begin­ 
ning to realize the importance 
of 
“doing their bit” 
in the food line. 
The indications 
grow 
each week, 
showing that the use of substitutes 
for wheat and meat is growing.

The president’s attitude was made 
public 
today, 
together 
with an­ 
nouncement of a meeting he 
will 
hold Nov. 22 with the heads of the 
four big railroad unions. 
Chairman Chambers of the United 
States board of mediation and con­ 
ciliation made public the following 
letter from the president: 
“May I 
not express my very deep 'and sin­ 
cere interest in your efforts to bring 
the 
railroad 
executives 
and the 
brotherhoods to an agreement. 
“It is 
inconceivable to 
me that 
patriotic men should now for a mo­ 
ment contemplate the interruption of 
the transportation which is so abso­ 
lutely necessary to the safety of the 
nation and to its success in arms as 
xvell as to its whole industrial life, 
but I wanted nevertheless to express 
my deep personal interest in the mat­ 
ter and to wish you God speed. 
“The last thing I should wish to 
contemplate w’ould be the possibility 
o f being obliged to take any unusual 
measures to

railways 
and 1 have so much confidence that 
the men you are dealing with appre­ 
ciate the patriotic motives underly­ 
ing your efforts that I shall look for­ 
ward with assurance to your sue?

CANDIDATES MUST 
FILE STATEMENTS 


N o t Only Those Elected, But Those 


Defeated as Well Must Account 


For Money Expended

All candidates in 
the 
city elec­ 
tion, including tho-e 
.defeated 
as 
well a s those elected, have to file 
an itemized statement of their ex­ 
penses in their campaign for elec­ 
tion with the 
clerk of the circuit 
court, George Moore, Jr., according 
to law passed by the state legisla­ 
ture in 1913. 
The statement must 
be on file within thirty days after 
the election. 
A. B. Irvin, mayor- 
elect, and George Helm, treasurer- 
elect, have 
each 
filed statements 
with the city clerk, hut none with 
the county clerk. 
The successful candidates, w-hen 
they file their statements, 
will re­ 
ceive a receipt from the clerk which, 
'wB£h presented to city clerk will be 
authority for issuing the certificate 
of election. 
Defeated 
candidates 
need no receipt from 
the 
clerk of 
the court. The city clerk is supposed 
to issue a 
list 
of all 
successful 
candidates so the clerk of the court 
willx be enabled to tell who is elect­ 
ed. 
In addition 
to 
specifying 
the 
amount of money they spent in the 
campaign, the candidates 
have to 
make known all promises made. The 
campaign statement 
law does not 
apply 
to offices 
paying 
less than 
$100 a year, but all city elective of­ 
fices pay $100 a year or more.

An official order of the state pub­ 
lic service commission effective No­ 
vember 20 has been received here, 
setting forth that on cars contain­ 
ing coal placed 
on public delivery 
tracks for unloading 48 hours 
free 
time 
w’ill 
be 
allow’ed, 
computing 
from the time of notice by telephone 
or messenger 
of 
placement. 
The 
same number of hours free time is 
allowed on cars of coal to be de­ 
livered on any other than public de­ 
livery tracks. 
In the 
computations 
prescribed, 
Sundays and legal holidays (nation­ 
al, state and municipal) will be ex­ 
cluded. 
When a el gal holiday falls 
on Sunday, the following Monday 
will be excluded. 
The commission’s 
order further­ 
more says that the average rule will 
not apply 
on cars containing coal. 
The order will remain in effect at 
least one 
hundred 
days from the 
date of its taking effect.

of the county 
fuel administrators of Indiana, Ev­ 
ans Woollen, 
l>ited 
States 
Fuel 
Administrator ; L. Krt Slack, United 
States District Attorney, and E. I. 
Lewis, chairman of the state pub­ 
lic service commission held in Ind­ 
ianapolis Tuesday afternoon, it was 
made very plain that the success of 
the fuel regulation 
in Indiana de­ 
pends, in large measure, 
upon the 
county fuel administrator. 
S. L. Trabue, Rush county fuel 
head, learned 
from the conference 
that hi- functions are broad—that 
on him depend- whether prices are 
exhorbitant 
because 
it is to him 
that people are requested to make 
their complaints. 
if coal prices are to be reduced 
the county fuel 
administrator 
i- 
the man who must make the recom­ 
mendation. 
If retailers are refusing 
to obey the federal regulatory laws, 
the county fuel administrator is the 
man to start the machinery 
which 
will result in the offenders' prosecu­ 
tion. 
The county executive must be, 
of necessity, 
the authority 
on the 
fuel situation 
in his territory and 
the state office of the administra­ 
tion must depend upon him to handle 
the situation wisely and 
justly, as 
the United tStates fuel administra­ 
tion at Washington depends upon the 
federal administrator for each state 
to handle the situation m that state. 
It is pointed out that the county 
fuel agent is the people's agent and 
one of his very important respon­ 
sibilities is to see that the people 
get a square deal, both in the mat­ 
ter of price and 
deliveries. 
When 
the county administrator finds evi­ 
dence of unfair prices or of unrea­ 
sonable hoarding of coal, if his in­ 
vestigation fails to adjust the mat­ 
ter to his satisfaction, it will be his 
duty ito 
report 
the 
cases to the 
state 
office of the administration 
whieh, in turn, will turn them to the 
attention of the United States Dis­ 
trict Attorney. 
The point that the people of each 
county should have in mind is that 
in the county 
administrator, 
they 
have a source of authority to which 
they can go with 
their complaints 
and evidence. 
They do not have to 
take up their troubles 
with a dis­ 
tant office. 
They have an official in 
their own county who is there to see 
that they get fair play. 
The United States Fuel Adminis­ 
trator for Indiana has been advised 
by the Washington office of the fuel 
administration that the recent order 
under which the federal government 
may take 10 per 
cent of the mine 
produc tion for distribution, has not 
been applied 
to the state of Ind­ 
iana and, so far as this 
state is 
concerned, 
no such action is con­ 
templated. 
Thus far the Indiana situntion is 
being met through the co-operation 
of the mines and railroads with the 
fuel administration. All the demands

that this disease is not hereditary 
and every case must be “caught,” 
still, this knowledge has only lately 
been used to the fullest degree pos­ 
sible. Great stress is laid upon the 
early discovery of the disease, for 
if not diagnosed until 
it has ad­ 
vanced to the second stage in which 
the baccili are found in the sputum, 
cure, or 
rather arrest, is 
hardly 
possible. 
Expert 
diagnosticians 
only can discover incipient 
con­ 
sumption, and so, wherever a mem­ 
ber of a family is found with the

Second warning to that effect was 
issued by Postmaster General Burle­ 
son 
today. 
The War, 
Navy-^nd 
Postoffiee departments 
have made 
special arrangements to see that all 
packages mailed on or before that 
date, are delivered at the front by 
Christmas day. 
The boys will wake up that morn­ 
ing and 
find their 
presents 
from 
home piled up beside them. 
There 
will be a general package-opening 
celebration all along the American 
line. 
“Owing to the distance these pack­ 
ages must go,” said Assistant Post 
master Praeger today, “and to the 
handling and storage and the fact 
that they must withstand the weight 
of other packages and other mail 
sacks on top of them, they must be 
packed securely and strongly, but in 
such manner as to permit easy scru 
tiny of the contents by the censor. 
“Wood, tin or corrugated paste­ 
board make good containers. Sealed 
packages of candy, cigars, tobacco 
and toilet articles may be includer 
without 
violating the 
parcel post 
rules. 
“All packages must be conspicu­ 
ously marked ‘Christmas Mail’ ant 
the soldier’s company, regiment or 
other organization, and 
the words 
American Expeditionary Forces fol­ 
lowing thereafter. 
The 
sender** 
name and address should appear in 
the upper left hand corner. 
Write 
this in ink, on the wrapper, not on a 
tag. 
“Postage must be prepaid in full, 
at the rate of 12 
cents a pound or 
fraction thereof. 
Any stamps other 
than postage stamps on the address 
side of the package makes it unmail­ 
able. 
Don’t seal the 
parcels with 
stickers or 
they can’t be 
mailed. 
Pasters or stickers that 
resemble 
postage stamps are not permissible 
on the outside of any package. 
“Such phrases as ‘Merry Christ­ 
mas;’

Best Wishes,’ may be placed on the 
cover if it does not 
interfere with 
the address. 
“Don’t send 
anything that 
will 
spoil within six weeks.

“Do not try to register or insure 
these packages. 
“Do not make any package heavier 
than ten pounds, preferably lighter, 
because the smaller packages will be 
given right of way to accommodate 
the greatest number of persons.”

the United States for large supplies 
of foodstuffs during the war, but 
after the war we must continue to 
help feed 
the 
rJeople 
of Europe. 


Owing to the fact that the breeding

establish the 
live stock 
industry 


from the herds of American farms. 
Our duty then, is to maintain our 
herds, first, to produce meat to help 
feed our own people and the allies, 
amd again, to be ready to help re- 
stock the farms of Europe when the 
war is over.

Packed Very Securely.

Washington, Nov. 14—If yon want 


vonr Christmas package to get to 
hat boy at the front in time for the 
)ig 
celebration in 
the 
trenches 


Christmas morning, get it mailed 
November 15th. 


Second -warning to that effect was 
ssiied by Postmaster General Bivrle- 
OD 
today. 
The War, Navy.-and 


Postofflee departments have made 
special arrangements to see that all 
packages mailed on or before that 
date, are delivered at the front by 
Christmas day. 


The boys will wake up that morn- 


ing and find their presents 
from 


home piled up beside them. There 
will be a general package-openin. 
celebration all along the American 
line. 


"Owing to the distance these pack 


ages must go," said Assistant Post 
master Praeger today, "and to the 
handling and storage and the fact 
that they must withstand the weight 
of other packages and other mail 
sacks on top of them, they must be 
packed securely and strongly, but in 
such manner as to permit easy scru 
tiny of the contents by the censor. 


"Wood, tin or corrugated paste 


board make good containers. Sealei 
packages of candy, cigars, tobacco 
and toilet articles may be included 
without 
violating the parcel post 


rules. 


"All packages must be conspicu 


ously marked 'Christmas Mail' and 
the soldier's company, regiment o 
other organization, and 
the word: 


American Expeditionary Forces fol 
lowing thereafter. 
The sender': 


name and address should appear in 
the upper left hand corner. 
Write 


this in ink, on the wrapper, not on a 
tag. 


"Postage must be prepaid in full 


at the rate of 12 cents a pound 01 
fraction thereof. Any stamps other 
than postage stamps on the address 
side of the package makes it unmail- 
able. 
Don't seal the parcels with 


stickers or 
they can't be mailed 


Pasters or stickers that 
resemble 


postage stamps are not permissible 
on the outside of any package. 


"Such phrases as 'Merry Christ- 


mas;' "Please Do Not .Open Til 
Christmas,' 'Happy New Year,' "Witl 
Best Wishes,' may be placed on the 
cover if it does not 
interfere with 


the address. 


"Don't send 
anything that 
will 


spoil within six weeks. 


"Don't send any intoxicants, pois- 


ons, inflammable material, or any 
composition which may kill or injure 
anyone. 


"Do not try to register or insure 


these packages. 


"Do not make any package heavier 


than ten pounds, preferably lighter, 
because the smaller packages will be 
given right of way to accommodate 
the greatest number of persons."
